KIDNAPED U. S. MEN 
RESCUED IN PERSIA 


Troops Attack Tribesmen, 
Force Them to Free Three 
Consular Officers. 


By the Assdciated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The 
State Department was informed to- 
day that the three United States 
Consular officers who were _§ kid- 
naped in Persia Sept. 1, arrived in 
Teheran yesterday afternoon, ex- 
hausted but physically unharmed. 

Charles C. Hart, United States 
Minister at Teheran, sent a mes- 
sage to the department relating the 
experience of Robert B. Streeper, 
United States Consul and third Sec- 
retary of Legation at Teheran, Cyril 
L. F. Thiel, Consul at Jerusalem, 
and Thomas A. Hickok, Vice-Con- 
sul at Jerusalem. 

He said the three had been cap- 
tured by a band of Lur tribesmen, 
stripped to their underwear and 
forced to run and walk 25 miles 
into the mountains. They were told 
by the Lurs they would be _ killed 
if the Persian military forces at- 
tempted to rescue them. 

While the tribesmen were divid- 
ing the loot at dusk they were at- 
tacked by Persian troops with 
heavy machine gun and rifle fire 
and during the confusion the three 
consular officers escaped, scantily 
clad, and spent the freezing night 
in the mountains. ) 

On the following morning’ the 
three Americans found Persian 
scouts and were taken to a military 
encampment. They were furnished 
with horses and taken back to the 
main road. They used their own 
motor car to return to Kerman- 
shah. 

The three were on their 
from Bagdad to Teheran 
captured.

On a 
nearby dresser was another pistol. 
Beside a picture of Miss Harlow 
lay a note. It read: 

‘Dearest dear: Unfortunately 
this is the only way to make good 
the frightful wrong I have done 
you and to wipe out my abject hu- 
miliation. I love you. Paul.” 

A postscript: “You understand 
that last night was only a com- 
edy.”’ 

Doctors Quiet Miss Harlow. 

Miss Harlow wept so loudly she 
could be heard by the crowd which 
gathered in the street at the resi- 
dence of her mother. Mrs. Marino 
Bello. Doctors quieted her with 
sédatives. 

Bern’s friends, including Irving 
Thalberg, who was among the first 
to reach the residence after the 
discovery of the body, said Bern 
had appeared at his office infre- 
quently during the past 10 days. 
Some expressed the opinion he was 
on the verge of a nervous break- 
down, Others said Bern had hint- 
ed that a man might well conclude 
his life when his work was done. 
Friends denied there had been any 
domestic difficulties. 

Miss Harlow was at her mother’s 
home when she received word of 
the suicide. She had gone there 
Saturday \night after work at a stu- 
dio. She had understood, friends 
said, that Bern would be occupied 
with a business engagement and she 
wished to be with her mother, whose 
husband was on a fishing trip. 
A dinner party was arranged at 


When Bern did not appear, Miss 
Harlow telephoned him. He is said 
to have told her over the phone 
that he was occupied with business 
affairs and wanted to be alone. 
When she suggested that she re- 
turn home, he urged her to remain 
at her mother’s home. 

Bern’s servants had been at Mrs. 
Bello’s home for the party and it 
was on their return to the Bern 
residence that the butler found the 
body. 

Surprise Marriage July 2. 

Bern, 42 years old, a bachelor un- 
til his marriage July 2 to Miss Har- 
low, sponsored activities to aid 
unemployed movie workers and 
provide money for! school children 
whose parents were destitute. His 
career began some years ago in 
New York as an actor, stage direc#} 
tor and production executive. In 
1926 he became a technical director 
of films... Besides his widow, Bern 
is survived by a brother, Henry, 
who was flying here from New 
York. 

Miss Harlow, member of a Kan- 
sas City (Mo.), family, was married 
previously to Charles McGrew of 
Chicago. She achieved stardom in 
“Hell’s Angels.” 

Her marriage to Bern surprised 
the movie colony. At the time Bern 
gave his 21-year-old bride a deed to

000 Reconstruction Finance Car- 
poration loan to:the Cotton Sta- 
bilization Corporation and Ameri- 
can Cotton Co-Operative Associa- 
tion. 

“These steps are being taken and 
loans obtained,” Stone said, “so 
that the cotton growers will get 
the full benefit of the market for 
their crop this year and for the 
purpose of enabling the organiza- 
tions to gradually liquidate their 
holdings during periods when 
more active demand is antiétipat- 
ed.” : 

Stone made his announcement in 
two statements, one issued on be- 
half of the cotton groups and one 
for the Grain Stabilization Corpo- 
ration. 

The latter said its unsold wheat 
stocks, amounting to less than 3,- 
000,000 bushels aS compared with 
250,000,000 bushels 14 months 
ago, “will not be reduced by sales 
before Jan. 1, 1933, except such 
sales of this 3,000,000 as may be 
made for shipment to foreign coun- 
tries that otherwise would not be 
important buyers of United States 
wheat.” 

The corporation added that al! 
future contracts now held also 
would be retained over.the same 
period. 

The cotton co-operative said its 
present stocks, about 2,000,000 
bales, would not be sold before 
July 31, 1933, except where there 
are existing foreign consignments 
or where a 12-cent price, based on 
the near month of the New York 
exchange, can be obtained. 

The Cotton Stabilization Corpo- 
ration announced it would not sell 
before March 1, 1933, with the 
same. exceptions noted by the co- 
operative.

POWERS EXPECTED - ' 
TO JOIN IN REPLY. 


It Is Predicted That Premier 
Herriot Will Avoid Bilat- 
eral Negotiations and 
Submit Suggestion to 
Leading Nations.

PARIS, Sept. 6. — France has 
called the attention of the United 
States Government to what France 
considers to be the danger to in- 
ternational conditions and the cause 
of disarmament—an acquiercence 
to Germany's proposal for equality 
in armaments, 

From official circles which.~pro- 
vided this information it was learn- 
ed that Germany in its recent arm- 
aments memorandum gave the im- 
pression that it would not partici- 
pate again in the world disarma- 
ment conference unless it obtained 
satisfaction concerning the right to 
increase its armaments to a point 
approaching the level of other 
Powers. ‘ 

On the eve of a Cabinet meeting 
which probably will be held tomor- 
row, it was predicted that France 
would not answer the German 
memorandum, but would merely 


join in a concerted reply to he 
framed after consultation with 


signed the Eurppean pact of confi- 
dence. owl 

Indications were tonight, how- 
ever, that France understands the 
full gravity of the problem raised 
by Germany, especially because an 
ambition is attributed to Chancel- 
lor von Papen to make a military 
alliance with France, and because 
of the late Aristide Briand’s efforts, 
through Chancellor Stresemann and 
later through Chancellor Bruening, 
to create a real workable entent, 
if not an out-and-out alliance with 
Germany. 

Some Frenchmen think Ger- 
many’s memorandum represented a 
real effort on the part of Germany 
to establish a workable entente 
with France on the vital question 
of armaments as part of general 
co-operation between the two coun- 
tries. 

But it was predicted that Pre- 
mier Herriot, bowing to public 
opinion, would avoid bilateral con- 
versations and throw Germany's 
bid into the concert of Powers, 
into the League of Nations, and 
eventually into the disarmament 
conference. 

Nevertheless, Germany’s memo- 
randum will be examined minutely 
because the French leaders realize 
that Germany <annot. be omitted 
from efforts to consolidate Eyro- 


pean peace.

R. H. Campbell, British Minister” 
Plenipotentiary to France, dis- 
cussed the German memorandum 
with Premier Werriot last week, 
but announcement of Britain's at- 
titude awaits the return to London 
of Sir John Simon, the Foreign Sec- 
retary. 

Joseph Paganon, Under-Secretary 
of State at the Foreign Office ex- 
pressed confidence that both the 
United States and Britain would fa- 
vor the French view that Germany 
should not rearm. 

Paganon discussed the issue in 
an address to an audience of farm- 
ers at Uriage, near Grenoble. He 
was quoted as saying that, if Ger- 
many wants equality in armaments, 
France wants assurance for its na- 
tional security. “France is not iso- 
lated,” he said. “England and the 
United States are in complete coni- 
munion of ideas with us.”

HAIZLIP FOURTH; 
- MOTOR BALKY 


James Wedell Only Pilot 
Not Lapped by Major— 
Throng Sees Close of Na- 
tional Show.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 6.—Maj. 
James H. Doolittle, St. Louis, fly- 
ing 100 miles at an average speed 


of 252.686 miles an hour, won the 
free-for-all speed event for the 
Thompson trophy at the closing of. 
the National Air Races yesterday. 

Lapping every one in the field 
except James R. Wedell, Patterson, 
La., who placed second, the former 
army flyer streaked his stubby 
“flying silo” 10 times around the 
10-mile course at * speed of 16.447 
miles an hour faster than the mark 
the late Lowell Bayles made in 
winning in 1931. 

It was “St. Louis day” for a 
crowd which nacked the grand- 
stands to overflowing and fringed 
the airport for miles around. Mrs. 
Mae Haizlip, St. Louis, whose hus- 
band finished fourth in the race 
next to Roscoe Turner, Los Ange- 
les, had earlier broken the wom- 
en’s land plane speed record by 
dashing ‘over the three-kilometer 
straightaway at an average of 
255.513 miles an hour. 

Other Average Speeds. 

Wedell averaged 242.496 miles 
an hour to place second, while the 
averages of the rest of the field 
were: Turner, third, 238.042: Haiz- 
lip, fourth, 231.8304; Lee Gehlbach, 
Mount Clemens, Mich., fifth, 
222.098; Robert Hall, Springfield, 
Mass., sixth, 21§.570, and Bill Ong, 
Kansas City, seventh, 191.073. 

Ray Moore, Alameda, Cal., the 
only other starter, pull@i out of 
the race on the second lap as mo- 
tor trouble developed. 

The prizes were: First, $4500 
and plaque; second, $2500 and 
plaque; ‘third, $1500 and plaque: 
fourth, $1000 and fifth, $500. 

On landing his ship, which he 
flew Saturday to a world’s land 
plane record of 296.287 miles an 
hour, Doolittle said: “The motor 
ran wonderfully; the ship handled 
beautifully, and I only regret I did 
not fly as good as race as Jimmy 
Haizlip.” 

Haizlip, flying the same plane he 
used to set a new west-east trans- 
continental record of 10 hours and 
19 minutes a week ago and the 
one used by his wife in her recorda- 
breaking speed dashes, had motor 
trouble, but continued ‘in the race 
though’ the engine spluttered vio- 
lently on every pylon turn. 

Wide Open, Says Doolittle. 

Doolittle said he was satisfied 
with the speed of his ship and that 
he had it wide open all the way. 

He inadvertently disclosed that 
he had lost count of the laps at 
his dizzy speed when néwspaper 
men asked him if he had difficulty 
in keeping the count. 

“No, I was making an extra lap,” 
he said. 

He laughed when he was in- 
formed he had not made the extra 
lap. 

Doolittle said his greatest diffi- 
culty was in finding the third pylon 
in the sun, 

“This hay “fever 
either,” he added. 

First to squeeze through the 
crowd about his plane was the fly- 
er’s 12-year-old son, Jimmie Jr. 

“Hello, pop,” the boy shouted. 

. The Major grinned, stuck out his 
hand and said, “How are you, 
partner.” 

Lieut. Paul M. Jacobs, Milwau- 
kee, Wis., engineering officer of 
the Seventeenth Pursuit Squadron, 
Selfridge Field, Mich., suffered a 
fractured nose and a cut above the 
right eye in a forced landing near 
Painesville. He was flying alone to 
test his ship, which had not been 
functioning properly in army 
maneuvers, when his motor quit. 
A wing of the plane struck the 
ground and the plane was over- 
turned. 

Eildon Cessna, Wichita, Kan., 
paced a field of 10 commercial 
planes in a six-lap race over a 
three and. one-half mile course to 
win by averaging 114.8 miles an 
hour. James Herndon, Kansas 
City, placed second and Art Ches- 
ter, Joliet, IUl., was third. 

Mrs. Haizlip's Story of Her Record- 
Breaking Flight. 

In telling of her record-breaking 
flight Mrs. Haizlip said: 

“The ship behaved perfectly. 1 
am sure that I can better the mark 
of 255.513 miles an hour that I 
set and fly the same plane. 

“Conditions were not the 
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Samuel E. Allender, former Chief 
of Detectives here and for years 
head of the Frisco Railroad's se- 
cret service, died yesterday in Los 
Angeles, Cal., after three months’ 
iliness, of pernicious anemia. 

The body will be brought to St. 
Louis, arriving here Saturday, and 
the funeral will be held Monday, at 
an hour to be announced. Former 
Chief Allender ig ‘survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Minnie Allender, and 
a son, Samuel W. Allender or 5938 
Kingsbury avenue. 

Mr. Allender was 71 years old. 
He quit a job as railroad cierk in 
1883 to become a member of the 
St. Louis police force, walking a 
beat in Kerry Patch as a probation- 
ary. He was soon transferred to 
the detective force and placed at 
Union Depot, then on Twelfth 
street. He was on this assignment 
when a Frisco passenger train was 
held up and robbed near Glentale,” 
St. Louis County, in 1891. 

A switchman informed him that 
some “queer” neighbors, living on 
Swan avenue, had disappeared just 
after the robbery. Allender taiked 
to the switchman’s wife and learned 
from her the name of a drayman 
who-had hauled away the belong- 
ings of the “queer” neighbors, 
With this clew, Allender and his 
partner found the revolvers taken 
by the robbers, Hedgepeth and Sly, 
and got the information which 
caused their arrest on the Pacific 
Coast, Allender being in Salt Lake 
City on his way after them when 
they were caught. 

Less than two yeas later, Allen- 
der solved another train robbery, 
that of the Missouri Pacific train 
on which Gov. Stone and State 
Treasurer Stephens, later Gover- 
nor, were passengers, near Pa- 
cific, Franklin County, the hight 
of May 24, 1893. . Alleridér was one’ 
of the first detectivés sént to the 
scehe by Chief William Desmond. 
He found a pile of 300 silver dol- 
lars, taken in the robbery, while 
his comrades found the handbag 
dropped by the robber, Sam Wil- 
son. Wilgon was caught soon aft- 
erward, and was found to have 
committed the robbery alone, 4al- 
though a telegram, attributed to 
Gov. Stone, stated that there had 
been seven robbers. 

In 1898 Allender left the Police 
Department to become head of the 
Frisco's force of special officers. 
He solved two train robberies, one 
in Kansas and one in Arkansas, 
while in the railroad’s service, and 
caught the robbers in both casés, 

He was chosen Chief of Detec- 
tives of St. Louis in 1911, suecéed- 
ing James H. Smith, who took the 
place vacated by him with the fail- 
road. 

He served as Chief of Detectives 
seven years. He was author of the 
law, enacted by the Legislature 
during his term and known as the 
Allender law, which places close 
restrictions on the sale of revolvers, 
requiring purchasers of weapons to 
have permits, and requiring each 
sale to be registered. 

The arrest of the Lewis brothers, 
automobile thieves who murdered 
two policemen who had obtained 
evidence against them, was made 
by detectives under Chief Allender’s 
direction, being accomplished by 
two members of the Kansas City 
detective bureau. The Lewises were 
sentenced to déath, buf the sen- 
tences were commuted by Gov. 
Gardner to life imprisonment. 

After the midnight burning of 
the Berlin Hotel, with loss of three 
lives, in May, 1912, Chief Allender 
personally investigated the case. 
He obtained a confession from a 
16-year-old nursemaid, employed 
by the Rev. and Mrs: W. J. Wil- 
liamson, who lived at the hotel, 
that she set the fire. She admitted 
also having started a previous fire 
at the Windermere Hotel; which 
was extinguished without much 
damage. The only reason givén by 
the’ girl was her desire for excite- 
ment. Dr. Williamson, who was 
pastor of Third Baptist Church, 
and who first told of the circum- 
stances that caused the girl ty be 
suspected, later decided that a‘mis- 
take had been made. He held that 
Allender, though sincerely seeking 
the truth, and treating the girl 
with consideration, had obtained 
an untrue confession through sug- 
gestion. The girl repudiated her 
confession and, a jury acquitted 
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SAMUEL E. ALLEND 
her. Chief Allender maintained 
that he had solved the case, of 
which no other solution was ever 
found. 

An arson conspiracy, in which 
an insurance agency head was in- 
volved, was uneovered through the 
work of detectives under Chief Al- 
lender’s direction, and the insur- 
ance man and several others were 
sent to prison. 

Another case directed by Chief 
Allender was the pursuit and cap- 
ture of Samuel Cheatham, who 
murdered George Wurzburger, son 
of a well-known politician, in a 
pawnshop robbery. 

Chief Allender resigned in 1918, 
and returned to the Frisco, serving 
as chief of its special staff until 
1928. With Mrs. Allender, his sec- 
ond wife, he spent the last year on 
the Pacific Coast. 

Allender’s philosophy of detec- 
tive work included the belief that 
a detective should not look the 
part. 

“The poorest compliment one can 
pay to a detective,” he once said, 
“is to tell him he looks like a de- 
tective. If he does, his usefulness 
is about over. But disguises be- 
long to fiction, and hot to real de- 
tective work. Cases might arise 
where a man would put on other 
than his every-day clothes, but 
such cases are not coinmon, Facial 
disguises are used only in bodks. 
There. is no Such thing as false 
hair or beard which would fool any 
observant person, and goggles, 
much worn by fiction detectives, 
would spoil the chance of looking 
like anything but a detective. 

“The Sherlock Holmes stories are 
all right as fiction, but there is lit- 
tle a detective can learn from them, 
and little the reader can learn from 
them about the work of real detee- 
tives. The thing that makes it pos- 
sible for detective work to be suc- 
cessful is the folly of criminals. To 
quote Fred W. Lehmann, ‘The man 
who does wrong is always foolish, 
and he will do foolish, needless 
things, whose folly he can plainly 
see when he looks back at his acts.’ 

“I have dealt with criminals be- 
tween the train robber Hedgepeth, 
who was intelligent, and the train 
robber Sam Wilson, who was jrist a 
fool, and it is hard to tell which 
made the more mistakes in  at- 
tempting to cover up his fracks. 

“The idéa that the police hound 
men who have been in prison is a 
harmful bit of fiction. Policemen 
and detectives have other things to 
do than to follow  exeonvicts 
around. Those who complain of be- 
ing watched are the ones who need 
watching. Many St. Louis manu- 
facturers will testify that they have 
hired men, just out of prison, on 
the recommendation of policemen 
or detectives. 

“I used to have a standing offer 
of a suit of clothes for any verified 
case where a man without previous 
criminal record was punished - by 
the law for stealing bread to féed 
his family, or for any theft cém- 
mitted to relieve actual destitution. 
A man told me once, ‘I thought I 
had you on that offer of yours, but 
I looked ‘into the case ahd found 
that the man was an old-time crook 
and that his starving family was a 
myth.’ oe , 


There was lots of mud and some 
skidding on the takeoff, and, of 
course, I had to be especially care- 
ful in landing. 

“The other ships flying over the 
course, however, were really what 
interfered with my average. Once, 
on the second dash down the 
straightaway, I had to pull up to 
avoid some other ships flying over 
the course. 

“I had no trouble locating the 
pylons this time. I just flew over 
the course once, and then let the 
motor do its stuff. 


“After flying five times down the 
straightaway I just flew around, 
waiting for a chance to land. The 
cockpit was open and it was grand 
up there. I could have stayed ‘up 
all day, only I wanted to get down 
Yo see what I had done. Of course, 
I knew I had broken the record, 
but I didn’t know how much. 

“There was not such a feeling of 
speed as you might think. I felt 
as safe as down on the ground in 
one of those automobiles bumping 
each other trying to get into the 
airport parking grounds. 

“There is one thing that I want 
to say especially and that is that 
I think the record of 210 miles an 


hour set by Ruth Nichols more than 
money |& year ago and the new woman's 


record proves that women really 
can fly.

ORTIZ RUBIO DENIES 
ANY RIFT WITH CALLES 


On Way to San Diego, Cal., 
Says Health Alone Made 
Him Quit as President. 


By the Asecctated Press. 

EL PASO, Tex., Sept. 6.—Pas- 
cual Ortiz Rubio, who resigned as 
President of Mexico last week, em- 
phatically denied on his arrival 
here today that he had resigned be- 
cause of differences withen. Plu- 
tarco Elias Calles. He said: ae 
resigned solely because of a long 
standing illness, which dates back 
to my military campaigns. and be- 
cause of the absolute necessity for a 
long rest.”’ 

Ortiz ‘Rubio smiled happily as 
he crossed the Rio Grande from 
Juarez to El Paso. He arranged to 
leave El Paso at 12:30 p. m. Over 
the Southern Pacifi¢ Railway for 
San Diego, Cal., where he will make 
his home with his family. 

“T wanted to go to Hot Springs, 
Ark., because I had been there be- 
fore,”’ he explained, “but because of 
the bridge washout at Laredo I was 
forced to come through Juarez and 
El Paso, and decided San Diecgo 
would save a longer trip.” 

Three thousand persons greeted 
him at the Juarez -railway station 
with cries of “viva.” 

“You cannot imagine how happy 
I am to be freed of the work and 
responsibilities of the presidency,” 
Ortiz Rubio said. “The”* hardest 
task in the world is that of a ruler 
-——ask Hindenburg pf Germany.” 
Ortiz Rubio paid@ high tribute to 
Calles and Gen. Abelardo Rodri- 
guez, his successor as President. 
“If Gen, Calles is the ‘strong man’ 
of Mexieo, it is because of the 
strength of the affection of the 
Mexican people for him,” he said. 
*“He is loved by everyone. He is pa- 
triotic, intelligent and a real states- 
man. 

“Gen odriguez is an ‘impro- 
vised’ military man. At heart he is 
a civilian, with civilian ideas. There 
is no danger whatever in the fact 
that a military man heads the Gov- 
ernment. 

*“‘Mexico will have no more revo- 
lutions. The « institutions of the 
country are consolidated strongly. 
The national revolutionary party is 
a guarantee of peace and harm- 
ony.”’ 

Ortiz Rubio said he -was highly 
Pleased with the selection of the 
néew Cabinet and pointed with pride 
to newspaper dispatches that stated 
seven of his own Cabinet members 
had been retained by Rodriguez. 
“Gen. Rodriguez was one of my 
best collaborators,”’ he said. “The 
country isin good hands.”

Hundreds, With Firemen, Pass 
Rigid Physical Tests, Say — 
_ Investigators.

NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—-Hundreds 
of active members of the New 
York Police and Fire Departments 
are augmenting their salaries by 
drawing compensations from the 


veterans, it was learned ‘In a con- 
troversy as to abuses of the State 
law which grants preferences ~ to 
these men in appointmens and pro- 
motion, says the Herald-Tribune. 
The policemen and firemen who 
have obtained the preferences are 
not noticeably disabled. In fact 
they have passed the strict phys- 
ical and mental tests required in 
their departments and, to the cas- 
ual eye they appear as able-bodied 
as fellow officers ower whose heads 
they are promoted. Some of the 
non-disabled men have been un- 
kind enough to suggest that the 
disabilities are exaggerated. A 
movement to halt the abuses of 
the preference law has been start- 
ed by H. Eliot Kaplan, secretary of 
the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion. 4 
Police Commissioner Edward P. 
Mulrooney explained that the State 
law makes it mandatory upon him 
to give preference to ex-service 
men who are classified as disabied 
by the United States Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, even though police surgeons 
find no serious disabilities. 

“Some of the mén may not’ even 
have dandruff,"’ Commissioner Mul- 
rooney remarked. 

6000 Former Service Men, 


19,000 men, has approximatély 3000 
World War véterans and 6000 form- 
er service men altogether, include 
ing Spanish-American War veter- 
ans. Figures were not available to 
how how many of these former sol- 
diers, sailors and marines are en- 
titled to the disability preferences, 
but Commissioner Mulrooney said 
there probably were several hun- 
dred. The same conditions apply 
in the Fire Department. 

Every year more and more s0- 
called disabled veterans are claim- 
ing preference in promotion, caus- 
ing fear among the nondisabled 
that the door to promotion will be 
permanently shut in their faces. 
One of the “disabled” veterans 
already has been promoted as high 
as Police Captain, and another is 
demanding promotion to a captain- 
cy over the heads of 209 non-dis- 
abled Lieutenants who earned bet- 
ter-ecores in civil service tests. As 
spokesman for the Civil Service Re- 
form Association, Kaplan discusses 
abuse of the preference system in 
the current issue of The Chief, an 
organ for civil service employes. . 
“Let us take the case,” Kaplan 
writes, “of Thomas W. Berkery, 
who has just recently been granted 
the preference for promotion to 
Captain, Police Department, who 
was No. 210 on the list, and who or- 
dinarily would not have been 
reached for appointment on the list 
even under the most favorable con- 
ditions. The record shows that 
Berkery took the examination for 
Captain in 1928. When examined 
as to his physical condition by the 
Civil Service Commission, in that 
examination he claimed no disabil- 
ity, nor was any physical impair- 
ment discerned by the medical ex- 
aminers. 

“It was not until June 8, 1932, 14 
years after his discharge from the 
gervice, that Berkery first applied 
to the Veterans’ Bureau for a disa- 
bility rating, resulting from ‘actual 
war service.” On June 8, 1932, the 
Veterans’ Bureau claimed Berkery 
te be suffering from a temporary

Rio Grande Crest Moves To- 
ward Gulf—$2,000,000 Loss 
in Val Verde County.

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Sept. ae 
Hundreds of persons were ho 
less, but the citrus and farming 
lands of the lower valley appeared 
to have escaped major. damage as 
the Rio Grande flood crest swept 
slowly toward Brownsville and the 
Guif of Mexico today. Lewlands ad- 
joining the river were under water, 
but levees and floodways protected 


other sections. 
The crest passed Rio Grande City 


“in Hidalgo County last night: Army 


aviators reported the river was 
from two to five miles wide be- 
tween Penitas and Rio Grande City, 
but that stretch of land is outside 
the Hidalgo County flood control 
works. Little water was running 
through the floodways. ' 

Water entered the outskirts of 
Reynosa, Mexico, but none of the 
numerous international bridges be- 
low Rio Grande City had been 
damaged.; Further rains were re- 
ported on the San Juan watershed 
in Mexico, but the added flow into 
the Rio Grande appeared to have 
little effect. 

United States army flyers from 
San Antonio patrolled the _ river. 
Volunteer relief organizations were 
formed at McAllen and other towns 
to provide food and _ shelter for 
lowland refugees. The army gar- 
rison at Fort Ringgold, which evac- 
vated the post as a precautionary 
measure, prepared to reoccupy it. 
The cavalrymen were ready to aid 
in relief work. 

Just how many lives had been 
lost in the upper stretches of the 
river, where the property damage 
was greatest, was not definitely 
known. Loss in Val Verde County 
alone was estimated at $2,000,000. 
The flood has swept away railroad 
tracks, bridges, stretches of road, 
ranch and farm dwellings, and live- 
stock on both sides of the. border. 
Several hundred families were des- 
titute in Eagle Pass, Tex., and in 
Piedras Negras, Mexico. 


MAN SHOT DEAD IN SHAKER 
COMMUNITY; WOMAN HELD 


Officials Told by Workmen of Row 
Over Crops on Kentucky 
Farm.

The Pennybaker school, an in- 
stitution for orphan girls, once was 
ypromiment in Kentucky but now 
has only a few charges.

PROJECT STOGK SALES 


Missouri Commissioner Acts>in 
Case of Doniphan Hydro-: 
Electric Current River Plan 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 6.— 


State Securities Commisisoner F. T. 


Stockard today issued a warning or- 
der to the Doniphan Hydro-Elec- 
tric Co.,. which is promoting a 
hydro-electric power development 
on the Current River, near Doni- 
phan, Mo., that the company had 
not complied with the Missouri 
“blue sky” law and that reported 
sales of its stock therefore were il- 
legal. 

Stockard called upon the com- 
pany officers for an explanation of 
the reported stock selling activities, 
without first having met the re- 
quirements of the securities act, 
and stated that further action 
would be taken by his department 
if a satisfactory explanation was 
not forthcoming. 

The commissioner said he had 
been informed that the hydro-elec- 
tric company had been offering its 
stock for sale, although it had not 
received authority from the State 
Securities Department and had not 
received a preliminary permit from” 
the Federal Government for con- 
struction of the power project. In- 
formation had been received, it was 
said, that a contract had been en- 
tered into for disposition of the 
stock, and that stock was being of- 
fered for sale in the vicinity of 
Doniphan and in Indiana. 

The warning order was sent to 
the company, to H. W. Townsend, 
said to hold the contract for sale of 


the stock, and to J. C. Wilcox and 
W. O. Krueger, both identified with 
the power project. 

Three Power Promotions, 

The Doniphan Hydro-Electric Co. 
and two other companies have been 
promoting hydro-electric power 
projects on the Current River for 
more than a year. The Federal 
Power Commission last May grant- 
ed a preliminary permit to the Cur- 
rent River Power Co. for construc- 
tion of its proposed project, but has 
not granted a permit to the Doni- 
phan company. No final license for 
construction has been granted by 
the commission for any of the pro- 
jects on the Current River. 

The State of Missouri officially 
protested against issuance of per- 
mits by the Federal Commisison for 
hydro-electric development on_the 
Current River, the protest being 
made by the Attorney-General’s de- 
partment at the request of Gov. 
Caulfield. 4 

The commission was asked to 
delay action until the State could 
establish a legislative policy that 
would protect and conserve the 
scenic beauty of the Ozark region 
and give the State some control 
over its water-power resources, 

Records in the case, Stockard 
said, showeti the Doniphan Hydro- 
Electric Power Co. had not ap- 
plied for qualification of its stock 
under the State Securities Act, and 
had not received authority to sell 
the stock. Under the law any sales 
made under such circumstances 
would be void at the option of the 
purchaser, he said, - 

The Commissioner also pointed 
out that the company never had 
applied to the Missouri Public 
Service Commission for a certifi- 
eate of convenience and necessity 
for construction and operation of 
the electric plant, which would be 
required under the law before the 
company could build and operate 
an electric plant for generation of 
electric power to be sold to the 
public.

UPRISING OF POLISH PEASANTS 


IN WESTERN UKRAINE REPORTED 


Many Executed and . Villages 

Burned by Police, According 

to Berlin Newspapers. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Sept. 6.—The newspa- 
per Boeéersen Zeitung said today 
there was a violent uprising of 
Polish peasants in the Western 
Ukraine, especially in the districts 
of Volhynia and Polisje, and that 
the Polish authorities had imposed 
a censorshop on news dispatches 
relating to it.

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COOLIDGE DECLARES HOOVER 
DESERVES RE-ELECTION FOR 
WHAT HE HAS PREVENTED 


| Stating “The Republican Case,” Praises Presi- 
dent’s Emergency Measures to Meet 
Economic Crisis. ; 


Under the title “The Republican 
Case” in the current Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, former President Cool- 
ridge reviews the record of the 
Hoover administrdtion and de- 
Cclares that Mr. Hoover “deserves 
re-election for what he has done 
and for what he has prevented.” 

The Republican party, Coolidge 
writes in opening his article, “is 
the party of Lincoln and Grant, 
of Garfield and McKinley, and of 
Roosevelt when }> held puble of- 
fice and during the closing years 
of his great career. When the 
country has had a great task to 
perform it has instinctively turned 
it over to the Republican party.” 

The Republican platform for the 
present campaign, he adds “is 
clear, explicit and comprehensive. 
- « »« It ought to be read, studied 
and pondered by every voter before 
election day.” 

Recounting the history of the 
present depression both in this 
country and in Europe, the former 
President continues: 

“When men in public office have 
to meet a crisis which they did 
not themselves in any way create, 
the measure of the credit or blame 
which should attach to such office- 
holders is not the intensity of the 
crisi8, nor the danger or damage 
that results from it, but the 
manner in which they may meet 
it and the remedies which they 
apply to it. 

“Beyond Hoover’s Control.” 

“Perhaps it would, therefore, be 
more in accord with even-handed 
justice demanded by the facts to 
stop blaming President Hoover for 
the conditions of the depression, 
the devastating effects of which 
arose almost entirely beyond his 
jurisdiction and beyond his con- 
trol, and judge him in accordance 
with the patience, courage and 
success with which he has been 
able to propose and supply 
remedies.” 

The specific steps Coolidge says 
the administration has taken, in- 
clude the conference c“ November, 
1929, in which industrial leaders 
agreed there was to be no reduc- 
tion in wages—‘“which was gen- 
erally maintained for about 18 


commodities including wheat and 
cotton, and the establishment of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration as outstanding measures 
taken by Mr. Hoover in combatting 
the depression. . 

The anti-hoarding campaign, the 
National Credit Corporation, and 
the plan of increased taxation 
adopted by the last Congress, he al- 
so cites as further steps-in the 
same direction. 

Explains G. O. P, Stand on Pro- 
hibition. 

Coming finally to the prohibition 
question, he continues: 

“There is bound to be some dis- 
cussion during the campaign of the 
question of prohibition. This will 
be nothing novel. Regulating the 
use of intoxicating liquor has been 
discussed for generations without 
reaching a final solution. The Re- 
publican platform calls for obedi- 
ence to and enforcement of the 
law and denounces nullification. It 
recognizes that very grave abuses 
have grown up under the eight- 
eenth amendment which call for 
some remedy. It therefore pro- 
poses, while preserving what has 
proved to be beneficial under the 
amendment, to submit to State 
conventions for their acceptance or 
rejection a modification that will 
give additional power to the states 
to deal with the subject of the 
liquor traffic without surrendering 
the power of the Federal Govern- 
ment to protect states. that want 
prohibition and to prevent return 
of the saloon.” 


Praiser Hoover's Qualifications.

GILBERT PARKER 
NOTED NOVELIST 
ES IN LONDON 


Succumbs. at 69 in His 
Home, Following a Heart 
Attack He Suffered Last 
Sunday. 


By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, Sept. 6.—Sir Gilbert 
Parker, celebrated British novelist,_ 
died today at the age of 69. He 
suffered a heart attack Sunday in 
his London home. 

In 1895 Sir Gilbert, who was 
Canadian born, married Miss Amy 
Van Tine, wealthy heiress and 
daughter of Ashley Van Tine of 
New York. She died in 1925 

Sir Gilbert Parker was regard- 
ed in England as the Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan of the twentieth 
century because the author of 
“School for Scandal’ ‘and “The Ri- 
vals’’ also gained fame in letters 
and statesmanship. 

Sir Gilbert traveled extensively 
in Northern Canada and the South 
Seas and was an associate editor at 
Sydney, Australia, four years before 
going to London in the early ‘90's. 
He soon began to acquire a repu- 
tation as a writer of romantic fic- 
tion, building his stories around the 
adventurous life in the Hudson 
Bay country of Northern Canada. 

In these stories he portrayed the 
characters of the French Canadian 
settlers and the English and 
American pioneers in the great 
woods. At first his novels failed to 
attract wide attention. Then he 
developed his favorite type of lead- 
ing character—half hero, half vil- 
lain, and essentially an adventurer 
—and his success was made. 

Active in Politics. 

About that time he began to take 
an active interest in politics. His 
Canadian connection and his exper- 
ience in Australia and elsewhere in 
the British Empire made him a 
strong Imperialist. He began to de- 
vote more of his time to _ politics 
and finanlly in 1900 was elected to 
Parliament from Gravesend, serv- 
inging 18 years. He was knighted 
in 1902. 

All the while he kept his pen at 
work, but critics have said that the 
novels produced by Sir Parker dur- 
ing his official life, although far 
more numerous, were not the equal 
ef his earlier Canadian stories.

You assumed that it would be possible 
for too much wheat to be produced and 
proclaimed, “It is beyond human in- 
genuity to devise a use for it (too much 
wheat).” So long as a person is under- 
fed, indeed, so long as wheat has any 
price at all, there can be no over-pro- 
duction. 

When wheat is free, it will be over- 
produced and not before; and your state- 
ment is little short of ridiculous, except 
for the fact that, in a capitalist system, 
it is a virtue to pour milk in rivers, to 
plow under rows of cotton, to burn cof- 
fee, to let potatoes rot in the ground, to 
let fruits spoil on the trees and to dump 
wheat in the streets, while men and 
women and children go hungry and un- 
clothed. What you perhaps meant to 
say was that the world had more than 
enough wheat—because of the poverty 
of the masses and thence a low effective 
demand—to be sold at a profit. 

We Socialists admit we are entering 
dangerous or difficult ground in attack- 
ing the farm problem. We do that in 
all our proposals. We also admit that 
the farm problem has never been solved 
by any society—neither has the problem 
of the poverty of the masses been solved 
by any society. Both problems are being 
intelligently approached in Russia, and 
perhaps we shall see there a real solu- 
tion, in due time. 

Why should you say that the farm 
problem is due to supply and demand? 
It is no more so than is the problem 
of any other industry. Neither is it any 
more a question of improved machinery

The social conditions of farming—iso- 
lation from society and co-operative en- 
deavor, the traditions of “rugged indi- 
vidualism,” of private property and so 
forth—militate against a united and co- 
operative, as opposed to a small-unit, 
competitive system of agriculture. The 
result is that agriculture is not an in-/ 
dustry in a highly industrialized world, 
but a loosely integrated and unplanned 
jumble. Such a system cannot compete 
with anything even so slightly unified 
and integrated as industrial capitalism, 
with the result that the farmer tends 
to fall behind the industrial capitalists 
and to drag them down as he falls. 

Agriculture is, in short, a very primi- 
tive type of capitalism, At one time, all 
industries were in the same condition. 
Now the industrial capitalist system has 
as its basic feature, not competition, but 
a tendency toward amalgamation, or co- 
operation among the capitalists to the 
detriment of the workers. 

We Socialists view the present depres- 
sion as one caused largely by the fact 
that the creators of wealth do not receive 
the equivalent of what they create, so 
that production tends always to outrun 
consumption, a situation which develops 
increasingly more severe crises as time 
passes. This, we believe, applies to ag-, 
riculture as well as to industry. 

When the farmers—workers funda- 
mentally, not really capitalists, as you 
suggest (for they live by their labor and 
not on profit, interest or rent which is 
created by others)—are co-ordinated in 
a large-scale industry, operated with 
planned production, where no individual 
receives profit or interest or rent—which 
are produced collectively and not by in- 
dividuals—then and not till then will the 
farm problem be solved. 

The measures you mention as advo- 
cated by us are merely temporary expedi- 
ents and preliminaries to our later pro- 
gram; they are valuable, even necessary, 
as you admit, but by themselves they 
are inadequate: We must do what the 
Russians are doing, peacefully. 

Socialists declare boldly that there is 
no such thing as over-production—of 
wheat or anything else. They welcome 
the constant. improvement of farm ma- 
chinery. They have no intention of re- 
pealing the law of supply and demand, 
and they do not expect to take the 
fortuitous factor out of agriculture—but 
they do hope to reduce it through plan- 
ning to a minimum. :

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A DOUBTFUL STEP. 
The latest development in the Illinois coal mining 


situation is the organization of the “Progressive 


Miners of America,” with headquarters at Gillespie, 


and with temporary officers to serve until next month, 


when a constitutional convention will be held. . Ac- 
cording to Claude Pearcy, the acting president of the 
new organization, it is a miners’ union, representing 
the “rank and file,” whose wishes have been ignored 
by the present leaders of the United Mine Workers 


of America. 


The formation of the new union is the culmination 
of long-standing dissatisfaction on the part of the 
Illinois miners with their national president, John 
L. Lewis, and of more recent displeasure at the lead- 
ership of their State president, John H. Walker. The 
result has been strife within the miners’ union, as 
well as against the operators, when it should be ob- 
vious to all concerned that the miners, their leaders 
and the operators should all be banded together to 
fight for the life of an industry stricken by the 
increasing use of gas, oil and electricity. 

How strong the new union is and how much sulp- 
port it can muster remains to be seen. At the meet- 
ing which organized it, it was said that the delegates 
represented about 200 of the locals in the State. The 
original plan was to remove the leaders who nego- 
tiated the lower wage scale and who later decided 
that an emergency existed, thereupon declaring the 
agreement in effect. This was abandoned in favor of 
setting up the new union, The wisdom of the choice 
may be questioned. The established union possesses 
machinery for the recall of officers no longer desired 
and the substitution of others. To bolt instead of 
making use of that machinery is to brand as dis- 
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honest and unfair the organization to which the 
miners have so long adhered. ‘ee

A most encouraging report of the progress of the 
idea in Europe was printed in the Sunday Post@is- 
patch. On Sept. 21 an extraordinary session of the 
governing body of the International Labor Office 
will be held at Geneva to deal with unemployment. 
Out of that session 9 is expected to come a proposal 
for an international agreement among the larger in- 
dustrial countries to shorten labor hours without 
reducing wages. The impetus for this meeting has 
been supplied by the nations themselves. 

There is now a bill in the French Parliament pro- 
viding for a 40-hour week. The German Government 
has been empowered by the emergency decree of 
June 5, 1931, arbitrarily to reduce working hours to 
40 per week. Chancellor von Papen, preferring vol- 
untary adoption, has intrusted the inauguration of 
the idea to a commission of labor leaders, industrial- 
ists and Government representatives. In Austria, 
Belgium, Czéecho-Slovakia, Finland and Poland, the 
idea is rapidly gaining ground. Its need in Great 
Britain is bitterly apparent, with some 3,000,000 per- 
sons out of work, and Fascist Italy, also confronted 
by a vast unemployment problem, is considering a 
shorter work week. 

In the meantime, many employers, both in the 
United States and elsewhere, have reduced working 
hours. It is one of the sad results of the depression 
that their action has been accompanied by pay re- 
duction, which nullifies, in part, the good effect, 
since the desideratum is to lift mass purchasing 
power. However, the important thing now is the 
acceptance of the shorter-work principle, and signs 
multiply that that acceptance will soon be universal.

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MYSTERY OF THE 732 MISSING PLANES. 

Some people may think that statistics are dull and 
boresome, but, really, their study is more fun than 
cross-word puzzles, charades, anagrams or rebuses. 
The recent report of the St. Louis airport, filled with 
figures about passengers, pounds of mail and so on, 
gives an example. Among the tabulations is this clial- 
lenging statement: “Take-offs averaged 85 daily and 
landings 87.” This is a fine showing, but it leaves 
two extra planes a day, or 732 in the year, quite un- 
accounted for. One of Newton’s laws says, “All that 
goes up must come down,” and similarly, all air- 
planes that land must take off again, stay on the 
ground or be dismantled.

Or did the planes 
simply disintegrate, like the deacon’s wonderful 
one-hoss shay? Pending a conference with Prof. Ein- 
stein or Merlock Jones, we give it up. 


A PUZZLE IN POLITICAL SCIENCE. 

Because they could not give the correct answer to 
a conundrum propounded in Federal Court, 54 out of 
55 applicants for citizenship failed in their examina- 
tions, the New York Times reports. The question 
was, “Who elects the President of the United States?” 
It does not appear, on first glance to be a difficult 
question, and a majority of native-born citizens would 
answer, “The people,” as did 54-55ths of thege appli- 
cants.

Regulation of power companies not only has broken down, but it has been people's 
“great gift to them”; writer, who once thought regulation could be made to 
regulate, now despairs of that solution, turning to, public ownership; battle line 
now lies here, with companies delaying demonstrations of cheap public power.

development by power authorities rests 

largely on the ineffectiveness of regula- 
tion, present or proposed. Only where gov- 
ernment developments of some size and im- 
portance, like those in Washington, Califor- 
nia and Massachusetts, are setting up their 
small yardsticks, is regulation relatively ef- 
fective and rates relatively low. New York 
State, with all its water powers, with all 
its large industrial cities, with all its ex- 
pensive State commission, has only one 
yardstick of any importance at present, 
and, away from that city, its rates are 
higher than those in the rest of the nation. 

To improve regulation is a long fight, a 
never-ending fight, against companies 
which can levy funds on thé very public 
which is fighting them. Every step for- 
ward can be held up by years of litigation. 
This means time, time in which the utilities 
can hire the brightest brains in the country 
to defeat and delay the efforts to combat 
their claims, to find ways around and 
through the defense lines built by the pub- 
lic, time also in which they can establish 
new claims. 

Of course, the utilities are strong sup- 
porters—the very strongest—of regulation. 
They have profited by it in a way which 
private business in a competitive field is 
rarely able to profit. It is nonsense to pre- 
tend that they have been restricted by legis- 
lation. It has been our great gift to them. 

Is there any use in trying to improve the 
regulatory system? For some years the 
present writer has theught so, and spent 
some time advocating people’s counsels, con- 
tract controls and the like. Various state 
bodies have advocated similar improvements 
in the regulatory system, Most of them 
have so far met with defeat. Years of time 
and effort could be spent alone in calling at- 
tention to every new move on the part of 
the power companies to establish claims on 
the income of the consumers. 

o * * 

When it is all done, what is the regult? 
What is the result with the railroads? A 
group that is still fighting regulation at 
every turn, still urging the repeal of such 
meagures as the recapture of excess earn- 
ings, still fighting valuations, still organiz- 
ing holding companies which fight plans 
for unification that do not seem to offer 
greatest profits, still using influence con- 


Teer case for Government ownership and 


_ cerning the regulation of busses and other 


competitors. It hardly seems worth while 
to go through the same procedure with the 
power companies, at such cost in millions 
of dollars to achieve the same results. 

It should also be remembered that the 
power companies have an organized force 
which is stronger and more effective than 
that used by the railroads in the days when 
regulation of them was put into effect. The 
persuasive evidence of this power is in their 
ability to hold up for eight years the Gov. 
ernment’s use of its own water power and 
steam power plant at Muscle Shoals, They 
made the mistake of thinking that the Gov- 
ernment was sufficiently subservient to 
give them a plant whose capitalized profits, 
after all operating expenses and rentals had 
been paid, would range between $143.000.- 
000 and $249,000,000. But nevertheless, 
they were able to hold up for all those 


y; ‘ 


eight years the plan for Government op- 
eration of its own development, which 
would not have presented them with any 
such gift. This is power in the nation. 
Public-spirited men of constructive abil- 


‘ity will do well to question the value of any 


effort they may give to an improvement of 
the regulatory system. They will not only 
meet defeat after defeat, but if they win 
they will have won little that is of real 
benefit,to the community. They will have 
left the industrial feudalism of the country 
united. They will have left it in the hands 
of the private companies to charge over a 
million dollars a day more than necessary 
for the performance of a public service. 

They will find themselves aided to only a 
limited extent by many state public service 
commissioners. They will find these men 
have built a protective wall around their 
jobs, a wall of thinking that separates them 
from their supposed duty to be on guard 
for the interests of the public and turns 
them into umpires, invests them with the 
mantle of judges. They will find that some 
of these.commissioners like to consider 
themselves as umpires, because then it is 
easier for them to go into service with the 
private companies, They will find these 
men, as well as some of the sharpest finan- 
ciers on the street, hiding behind the clothes 
of -the engineers, and claiming credit be- 
cause the engineers serve. 
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In the end, we are probably going to 
draw a line through all the mercenary and 
preposterous patriotism of the powtr com- 
panies, through all their efforts to educate 
the children and the farmers and the wom- 
en and the nation, through all their claims 
about the advantages of holding companies, 
through all their claims about the way 
regulation protects the public—we are go- 
ing to draw a line and write the ‘word 
“fraud,” and close the accounts. 

The date at which we are going to do 
this does not, I fear, depend upon. the val- 
uation of such intangibles as the idealism 
of the country, and the desire of men to 
have it free. It depends very simply—and 
the power companies know this—on the 
length of time during which the power com- 
panies can hold up popular and legal de- 
cisions on power districts and the develop- 
ment by states or by the nation of the re- 
maining water power resources, A large 
municipal plant in Los Angeles convinced 


‘the business men of San Francisco that it 


was to the advantage of their city to have 
cheap power. The municipal plants in Seat- 
tle and Tacoma have been having the same 
influence on the business men in other 
cities of the Northwest. The smal League 
of Ontario Municipalities gave such an il- 
lustration of superiority, purchasing all its 
ROwer at first, that all the ain cities in 
Ontario joined it within a decade. This ig 
what may be expected from power districts 
in this country. 

It is toward delaying anda hampering the 
creation of these power districts and the 
Government development of water powers 
that the power companies may he expected 
to spend their energies and infiuence dur- 
ing the present decade, that of the 1930s.

WASHINGTON.—The “greatest 
development any nation has ever 
had”’ is seen for the United States 
by Joy Elmer Morgan, editor of 
the Journal of the National Educa- 
tion Association, as an outgrowth 
of an education revival he definite- 
ly predicts within the next few 
years. : 

“Our greatest market,” he says, 
‘is in the uneducated half of our 
population.” 

Morgan pictures vast markets de- 
veloping within the-nation itself 
as a direct sade higher educa- 
tional standar roducing higher 
living standards, 

At present, he-says, “half of our 
population is still so little educated 
as to have relatively low produc- 
ing and consuming power.” 

The great expansion of consum- 
ing power following the Worid War 
he traced to an expansion in edu- 
cation, with high schoo! attendance 
mounting from 2,000,000 in 1920 
to 5,000,000 in 1930. 

“The five million who were in 
high schools in 1930 have higher 
ambitions,” he continued, “than the 
one millién who were in high 
schools in 1910. 

“They want better food, better 
homes, better automobiles, and 
what is more, they are able to 
earn them.” 

It is almost possible, he says, to 
measure the industrial advance- 
ment of different sections of the 
country by taking their, education- 
al expenditures. 

As impetus for the educational 
expansion, Morgan points to hun- 
dreds of thousands of young peo- 
ple who now can get no jobs and 
who naturally will tend to continue 
their education. 

Half of the country’s population 
of high school age, he estimated, is 
in high schoo] today. 

From now on, Morgan believes. 
the expansion of the school sys- 
tem will be on the higher levels, 
“where the results are much more 
immediate and significant.” 

Just as the last 10 per cent of 
production of a § factory often 
makes the profit for the factory, 
so the last 10 per cent of educa- 
tional effort is often the decisive 
element in the creation of a high 
national.culture, he believes. 
“From now on our gains will be 
in terms of quality, all through the 
system, from kindergarten to col- 
lege’ he savs. 

“Our high schools will become 
colleges, and our universities wil! 
become graduate schools. 
“tinskilled labor will tend te 
disappear. There will be a great 
expansion of the industries and ac- 
tivities associated with leisure an4 
the fine arts.”’

At Topeka, Kan., on Sept. 14, the 
Democratic candidate will talk on 
the farm question. The other ma- 


jor speeches will be delivered at 
Portiand Sept. 21 and Sioux City, 
la., Sept. 29. Announcement was 
made yesterday of the details of the 
Western trip, which had been de- 
layed by the uncertain termination 
of the Mayor Walker ouster hear- 
ing. 

Roosevelt ended his double holi- 
day visit to his country hoine to- 
night, leaving for the State Fair at 
Syracuse. He came~- here from 
Bridgeport, Conn., where he spoke 
last Saturday night. 

In addition to the three major 
speeches of the Western trip, 
Roosevelt will make several other 
addresses in his journey to the 
Coast and his return through the 
Southwest and the Middle West. 
The candidate considers the three 
of his past speeches, the nomina- 
tion acceptance at Chicago, the one 
on finance at Columbus and on 
prohibition at Sea Girt, were of 
major caliber. What topics he will 
speak on at Portland and Sioux 
City were not announced, 

Will Make 20 Stops. 

The details of the Western swing 

show he will make 20 stops. He 


will be away from Albany 24 days, 


| returning to the capital on Oct. 5, 


after spending the last two days 


| at the State convention, tentatively 


scheduled for Oct. 3 and 4 at Buf- 
falo. The Democratic State Com- 
mittee will meet Friday at Albany 
to select the convention city. 

Most of Roosevelt’s traveling will 
be done at night. In only six in- 
stances will he have overnight 
stops at cities. They are Denver, 
Sept. 15; Salt Lake City, Sept. 16 
tand 17: San Francisco, Sept. 22; 
Los Angeles, Sept. 24, and Chicago, 
Sept. 30.
